BIRMINGHAM, Eng. (AP)—Communist Party boss 
Nikita Khrushchev boasted today Russia soon ‘will have 
guided missiles with H-bomb warheads which could “hit 
every point in the world.” Khrushchev made this state- 
ment in warning those who jeered: “Never shake your fist 


at a Russian.” | 

Khrushchev disclosed, too, that 
the Russians have already” ex- 
ploded an H-bomb from a plane 
He claimed the Soviet Union was 
first te do this. 

Speaking in Russian without 
notes at a luncheon, he showed he 
was nettled by booing crowds who 
met him and Sowiet Premier Ni- 
kolai Bulganin here on the sixth 
day of their 10-day visit to Britain. 

The full impact of Khrushchev's 
words seemed lost in the bustle 
of the luncheon, but an official 
translation: by the Soviet news 


agency Tass underlined his implied 


‘threat; 


“We shall have in the near fu- 
ture a guided missile with an H- 
bomb warhead which can hit every 
point in the world.” 

Premier Bulganin indicated last 
December the Russian's already 
have guided missiles capable of 
intercontinental flights. 

Khrushchev said he had seen 
people shaking fists at him and 
Bulganin since their arrival in Bri- 
tain. Then he launched into a 
vivd account of Soviet strength. 


Claims U.S. Falls Behind Soviet 


Referring to the H-bomb explos- 
jon from a plane,.he said: ‘“‘The 
Americans are only intending to 
do that. Their previous explosion 
was not a hydrogen bomb but only 
a hydrogen installation.” 

Khrushchev made the statement 
during an attack on the Western 
embargo of strategic goods to 
Russia. 

“In spite of all that, you do not 
want to trade with us,"" he added.) 
“. . « The point I want to make 
is that these restrictions on trade 
do not prevent us in any way mak- 
ing advances in armaments. There- 
fore it is quite unreasonable.” 

The Communist party leader 
said that “only the development 
of widescale trade can smooth the

HE LIFE INSURANCE COM- 
panies tell the Gordon Commis- 
sion that Canadians are the world’s 
most highly insured people. We buy 
more life insurance per capita than 
even our richer American neighbors. 
By the end of 1955 Canadian in- 
surance in force reached the astound- 
ing figure of $26,532,000,000. This is 
an increase of nearly 11 per cent over 
the total for 1954 and it represents 
128 per cent of the nation’s entire in- 
come for one year. No other nation 
equals that record proportionately. 
American life insurance, for example, 
represents 111 per cent of national 
income. In Britain the figure is 49 
per cent. 

A surprisingly large proportion of 
Canadian families is covered by in- 
surance one way or another. The liv- 
ing policy holders numbered 2,656,- 
481 at the end of last year as against 
2,413,352 a vear earlier. Every policy, 
of course, affects not only the holder 
but the entire family, Probably more 
than half the entire population has a 
direct stake in life insurance. 

Indirectly everybody has a stake 
in it. For the life insurance com- 
panies are huge holders and investora 
of capital. The savings collected by 
them are used to finance investments 
of many sorts. A man borrowing to 
build’a house may not know it, but 
the money may have come from the 
premiums paid by policy holders 

The modern Canadian economy, 
indeed—not to mention the financial 
security of the Canadian family — 


would be unimaginable without life 
insurance. As the insurance com- 
panies tell the Gordon Commission, 
the market is by no means saturated. 
By 1980 insurance in force will be 
four times today’s total. 

It is typical of our thrifty national 
character that we should choose the 
safest sort of investment for the pro- 
tection of our dependents or for the 
security of old age. We know that in- 
surance benefits will be paid without 
fai' when they are due. 

We do not know, however, what 
those benefits will be worth when 
they are paid. This is a question be- 
yond the control of the insurance 
companies because they do not fix 
the value of money. It is no fault of 
theirs that an insurance policy for 
$1,000 written before the last war is 
worth about $500 today, though paid 
in full. The policy holder has lost 
heavily simply because the dollar is 
not worth what it once was. 

Unwise policies in government, in 
business management and in labor 
unions could easily reduce the value 
of the dollar still more and along 
with it the value of life insurance, 
like all other fixed investments, in- 
cluding the Government's own 
bonds 

When Canadians buy more life in- 
surance than any other people in the 
world they have a special interest in 
the value of money. The citizen who 
owns an insurance policy should be 
the last man to favor public policies 
bound to end in inflation. 


Wheat Moves Again 


AST AUTUMN MR. C. D. HOWE 

was confronted on one side by an 
avalanche of unsold wheat and, on 
the other, by almost irresistible pres- 
sure to sell the wheat at any price, 
or to give it away. Mr. Howe kept 
his head. His judgment, as often 
before, has been confirmed by a 
rapid increase in wheat sales for 
hard cash. If the surplus is still 
with us, the crisis of six months ago 
has passed. 

The Winnipeg Free Press, pub- 
lished in the héart of the wheat 
country, has long attacked Mr. Howe 
on a wide variety of issues including 
wheat. It is the first to acknowl- 
edge that he has handled the sur- 
plus problem with skill and courage. 


Three factors have combined to 
start our wheat moving massively 
into the world § market Hard 
weather destroyed much wheat in 
Europe and increased the demand 
for imports The United States’ give- 
away program has been moderated, 
perhaps as a result of Canadian 
protests. Finally, the Wheat Board, 
which sells all export wheat, sharply 
reduced its price on lower grades 
and importing countries were en- 
couraged to buy again in volume 


As a result, Mr. Howe is no 
longer under pressure to dump wheat 
at the cost of the farmer, the tax- 
payer or both.

As an importer it is interested in 
securing the lowest possible price 
and evidently believes that it will 
soon be able to buy wheat at prices 
below those fixed by the agreement 

If the present system collapses 
Mr. Howe apparently thinks that he 
can still sell wheat satisfactorily but 
he may have to sell at a lower price 
The law of supply and demand is 
still in operation. So, fortunately is 
Mr. Howe.

Glass Houses and Desegregation 


HILE THE SEGREGATION 
controversy rages throughout 
the United States, the editor of the 
Montgomery Advertiser, Mr. Grover 
C. Hall, Jr., has conducted an inter- 
esting and illuminating experiment. 


Montgomery is the site of the 
original Negro bus boycott. As such 
it has deen widely-publicized. 

Appreciating that fact and the 
heavy censure imposed it by 
many northerners, Mr. Hall has been 
making spot checks on racial issues 
in northern and western points. 

He quotes the president of the 
South Deering Improvement Asso- 
ciation in Chicago on the question 
of racial friction in that area. The 
association’s protest against the resi- 
dential influx of Negroes led to the 
allocation of 150 Chicago police .offi- 
cers to the locality to prevent feared 
outbreaks of violence. 

Mr. Hall asked the New York 
Times, Herald’ Tribune and Journal 
American, the Chicago Tribune, De- 


troit Free Press, Los Angeles Times, 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch and Wash- 
ington Post how they handled social 
news on Negroes. Society editors on 
the papers told him that the New 
York Times had printed the pictii¥e 
of one Negro bride, the Herald-Tri- 
bune four or five, and the remaining 
papers none at all. 

The Montgomery editor found 
from the Milwaukee Journal's edi- 
torial staff that “Negroes moving 
into previously white areas are re- 
sented by white residents who fear 
that the influx will destroy their 
propery values.” 

Fu r surveys revealed other 
instances of discrimination against 
colored people. 

Mr. Hall may not have proved a 
great deal in relation to the differ- 
ences toward desegregation in the 
northern and southern states, But 
he has made one point: who 
live in glass houses shouldn’t throw 
stones, and the number of glass | 
houses seems to-be well distributed.

I have reason to believe that usually these 
little black polyps grow very slowly, if at all 
In many cases they become cancerous 
I know I have seen so many at 
autopsy on persons who died of something 
else. I Was much interested once on seeing 
a polyp in the large bowel of a healthy boy 
of 14 who had been killed in an auto accident 
Since I have very rarely of can 
cer of the colon in a person under the age of 
2a 1 suspected that if this boy had 
lived, his polyp would have lain dormant for 
at least 14 years

The coin machines are the latest 
type developed in the United 
States, where they have operated 
successfully for some time. For 
the Victoria installation, they were 
adjusted to accept Canadian as 
well as U.S. silver. 

Coins in any combination can be 
used to release the fuel 

Bagged egg coal, briquets and 
Pres-to-Log wafers are available, 
and Pres-to-Logs in bulk. 

The coin are arranged 
so a car can back up directly to 
the machine, and the fuel can. be 
shifted easily into the trunk.

What is pig iron? 

Pig iron is the metal that 
runs out from a smelting fur- 
nace. Iron ore is shoveled into 
this furnace along with quan- 
tities of limestone and coke. 
The mixture is heated to a very 
high temperature. It melts and 
the molten substances react 
upon each other. Waste ma- 
terials float to the top of the 
brew. Molten iron sinks to the 
bottom 

At the proper time, the molten 
iron is run off from the bottom 
of the furnace.

BRIDGE LESSON 


By Oswald Jacoby 

South had to lose a spade and a club in today's 
hand. In a manner of speaking, he was lucky to go 
| down only one, but South didn’t see it that way. He 

thought he was unlucky to have a partner who wouldn't 
} give him an inch of lee- 
| way in the bidding, and 
South was quite right. 

North went through 
the motions of bidding 
the hand intelligently, 
but in effect he bid six 
spades right over one 
spade, South never had 
the chance to get out 
| from under below the 
‘slam level. 
| Mind you, North had a 

very good hand. It was 
correct to dream of 
slam when South opened 
the bidding. But North 
| should have shown his 
strength and left the rest 
up to South. 

The best way to 
handle such hands is to 
make a jump response 
to start. North should 
have jumped to three diamonds at . 
would rebid the spades, and North would then raise 
to four. 

This sequence of bids by North would show a power- 
ful hand, with slam possibilities. And this is ‘exactly 
the message that North would want to transmit—-a sort 
of slam invitation without going beyond game. 

South would be tempted, but he would resist tempta- 
tion. His opening bid is a minimum, and he has three 
small cards in an unbid suit. Making slams without 
high cards is like making bricks without straw; it can 
be done, but the odds are against it. 

If South passes at four spades, the game could be 
made with ease and comfort.

Many elderly persons are much worried 
when a roentgenologic study of the colon or 
large bowel the presence of 
These are tumors 
often as big as the end of a 
finger and looking much 
like a blackish mushroom 
with a top and a stem 
Most of them are potenti- 
ally malignant which 
means that eventually can 
cer can arise in them. For 
tunately, it arises in the 
top and not around the 
stem of the polyp. This 
peculiarity is reassuring 
when, for reason or another. it is in 
advisable operate immediately. It means 
that there is more time in which an X-ray man 
can watch the polyp to see if it is going to 
grow 

Usually, polyps produce no 
toms. They are discovered accidentally when 
the large bowel happens to be X-rayed. Very 
rarely a big polyp will be on the end of a,long 
thin neck, and then the bowel will pull on it 
and try pass it would pass a little 
lump of feces. Then there may be cramps 
and a feeling as if the bowel wanted to move 
then there may be a little blood in the feces. 
Once in my medical life a patient sent me a 
polyp as big as a banana which his bowel had 
pulled off and passed 

I have reason to believe that usually these 
little black polyps grow very slowly 
In many cases they never become cancerous 
I know this because I have seen so many at 
autopsy on persons who died of something 
else. I was much interested once on seeing 
a polyp in the large bowel of a healthy boy 
of 14 who had been killed in an alto accident 
Since I have very rarely 
cer of the colon in a person under the age of 
28, I strongly suspected that if this hoy had 
lived, his polyp would have lain dormant for 
at least 14 years 


OPERATION POSTPONED 

I remember an elderly woman in 
whose colon there.had been found three large 
polyps. Because-at the time she was mentally 
disturbed. I did not want her operated on, 
and so I just had the polyps looked at every 
six months. The woman lived several years, 
during which time the polyps did not show 
any tendency te grow. Eventually she died of 
same other illness

PREMATURE INFANTS 

Recently, Dr. Ethel C. Dunham got out a 
second edition of her 459-page book on Pre 
mature Infants (Hoeber Harper). The subject 
is tremendously important because in the

Naturally, the first problem is, what to do 
to help the mother to carry her infant to 
term, and the second is, what to do to keep 
a two or three-pound baby alive after he or 
she is born 

Today, the city health department that 
would like to lower its infant death-rate must 
grapple with these problems premature 
birth. There are some mothers, many of them 
frail and under-privileged who keep losing 
one premature child after another. Unfor- 
tunately, too little is known about the causes 
of premature birth, and little 
about what can be done to help a mother to 
carry her child to term. Oftentimes, the in 
fant is born with a number of physical im 
perfections that make it Impossible for 4t to 
live. The older the mother between the 
ages of 43 and 50, the more likely she is to 
bear a child who cannot live. 

One great difficulty with the premature 
infant is that its tissues are so delicate, They 
cannot stand up to the strains of life. Many 
premature children have lungs which 
are defective, and aerate the blood 
For a while, it was thought that the answer 
to many of the problems was to keep the pre 
mature infant in an atmosphere rich in oxy- 
but soon it was found that this can cause 
hopeless blindness. Fortunately health

Worsened 
By Ice Jam 


Winnipeggers Quit 
Low-Lying Homes 


WINNIPEG (CP)—Piling ice on 
the Assiniboine river threatened 
further flooding today as dikes 
weakened and crumbled under the 
Pressure of a floodtide of muddy 
water sweeping over southern 
Manitoba farmlands. 

As the situation in the Portage 
la Prairie area, 55. miles west of 
here, grew worse, work crews 
Sunday night began building up 
the dikes protecting this city of 
400,000. The Red river continued 
its slow rise in the city and resi 
dents of low-lying areas began 
Moving out of their homes. 

Latest trouble spot on the As- 
siniboine developed at the “Hoop 
‘n Holler,” a twisting bend in the 
river four miles east of Portage 
la Prairie. A six-foot thick ice 
jam piled up in the bend and

pouring through a 40-foot break in 
a dike, submerging the Portage 
Oakville highway. Water also was 
sweeping over a dike near West 
Curtis, a small settlement east of 
Portage la Prairie 

He urged that an airplane or 
helicopter be sent into the area 
to bomb the ice jam. Mayor H. L 
Henderson of Portage la Prairie

A bridge spanning a drainage 
dich on the trans-Canada highway 
near Por.age still was stardirg 
early today despite the severe 
pounding it was taking from the 
flooding river.

CAN'T STAND STRAIN 

Agriculture Minister R. D Rob 
ertson said Saturday night the gov 
ernment did not see how it was 
possible to stop flooding at many 
places along the Assiniboine. Many 
dikes now protecting farm land are 
not capable of being raised be 
cause they would not stand the 
strain 

In Winnipeg residents on the 
river side of Wellington Crescent, 
the street of the city’s wealthy 
watched anxiously as the Assini 
boine began creeping up their 


back yards, swampiog docks and 5 


boat houses 

But the swollen Red posed the 
biggest threat to the city. At mid 
night Sunday the river had risen 
to 18.8 feet, eight-tenths of a foot 
above the initial flood stage 

Two hundred students at St 
John's-Ravenscourt boys’ school in 
suburban Fort Garry made plans 
to evacuate the school, situated be 
tween the river and a dike. The 
school was swamped in the 1959 
flood, 


PREPARE TO MOVE 

Downstream, residents of sub- 
urban Elm Park, a narrow pen 
insula in a hairpin bend of the 
river, began moving out housenold 
belongings. Premier Campbell said 
the area, containing about 20 
homes, can expect “major flood 
ing” along with 60 other homes 
which were left outside the new 
dikes 

Spring floods still plagued Sask 
atchewan and Alberta.

209 IN RACE

A man borrowing to 
build a house may not know it, but 
the money may have come from the 
premiums paid by policy holders 

The modern Canadian economy, 
indeed—not to mention the financial 
security of the Canadian family — 


would be unimaginable without life 
insurance. As the insurance com- 
panies tell the Gordon Commission, 
the market is by no means saturated. 
By 1980 insurance in force will be 
four times today’s total. 

It'is typical of our thrifty national 
character that we should choose the | 
safest sort of investment for the pro- 
tection of our dependents or for the 
security of old age. We know that in- 
surance benefits will be paid without 
fai' when they are due. 

We do not know, however, what 
those benefits will be worth when 
they are paid. This is a question be- 
yond the control of the insurance 
companies because they do not fix 
the value of money. It is no fault of 
theirs that an insurance policy for 
$1,000 written before the last war is 
worth about, $500 today, though paid 
in full. The policy holder has lost 
heavily simply because the dollar is 
not worth what it once was 

Unwise policies in government, in 
business management and in labor 
unions could easily reduce the value 
of the dollar still more and along 
with it the value of life insurance, 
like all other fixed investments, in- 
cluding the Government's own 
bonds 

When Canadians buy more life in- 
surance than any other people in the 
world they have a special interest in 
the value of money. The citizen who 
owns an insurance policy should be 
the last man to favor public policies 
bound to end in inflation. 


Wheat Moves Again 


| eros AUTUMN MR. C. D. HOWE 
was confronted on one side by an 
avalanche of unsold wheat and, on 
the other, by almost irresistible pres- 
sure to sell the wheat at any price, 
or to give it away. Mr. Howe kept 
his head. His judgment, as often 
before, has been confirmed by a 
rapid. increase in wheat sales for 
hard cash. If the surplus is still 
with us, the crisis of six months ago 
has passed. 

The Winnipeg Free Press, pub- 
lished in the heart of the wheat 
country, has long attacked Mr. Howe 
on a wide variety of issues including 
wheat. It is the first to acknowl- 
edge that he has handled the sur- 
plus problem with skill and courage. 


Three factors have combined to 
start our wheat moving massively 
intc the world market. Hard 
weather destroyed much wheat in 
Europe and increased the demand 
for imports The United States’ give- 
away program has been moderated, 
perhaps as a result of Canadian 
protests. Finally, the Wheat Board, 
which sells all export wheat, sharply 
reduced its price on lower grades 
and importing countries were en- 
couraged to buy again in volume. 


As a result, Mr. Howe is no 
longer under pressure to dump wheat 
at the cost of the farmer, the tax- 
payer or both. If his policy of pa- 


tience has been vindicated, it is by 
no means certain that we shall not 
face a continued surplus a year from 
now. The crop soon to be planted 
may exceed our annual sales, de- 
pending of course on the weather 
here and in other wheat-producing 
countries. We have a wheat problem 
but no longer a crisis 

At the moment the future of 
our huge prairie farm industry is 
clouded by the uncertain future of 
the International Wheat Agreement, 
still under negotiation at Geneva. It 
seems unlikely that the agreement 
can survive on the terms demanded 
by Mr. Howe. 

He says that it will be useless for 
Canada to continue the existing ar- 
rangements unless they cover some 
two-thirds of the world’s wheat 
trade. This will be impossible unless 
Britain, the world’s largest wheat 
importer, rejoins the agreement, and 
so far Britain has refused to do so 
As an importer it is interested in 
securing the lowest possible price 
and evidently believes that it will 
soon be able to buy wheat at prices 
below those fixed by the agreement 

If the present system collapses 
Mr. Howe apparently thinks that he 
can still sell wheat satisfactorily but 
he may have to sell at a lower price 
The law of supply and demand is 
still in operation. So, fortunately is 
Mr. Howe. 


All Areas Are Affected 


LDERMAN AUSTIN CURTIS 

is right in suggesting that sur- 
rounding municipalities should match 
City Council contributions to the 
Community Chest of Greater Vic- 
toria. But it is to be hoped that the 
city’s donation this year will not be 
made dependent on municipal partici- 
pation. It will be better for the city 
to set an example of generous treat- 
ment of the Chest, rather than with- 
hold needed aid on the grounds that 
other areas are not pulling their 
weight. 

Victoria's civic Honation was 
drastically cut last year. The effects 
were felt throughout the list of 17 
Chest agencies. To the city’s $2,000, 
Saanich added $450. Oak Bay and 


Esquimalt gave nothing, yet the 
agencies represented in the united 
appeal of the Community Chest 
cover all parts of Greater Victoria 
and Sidney; they are in no way re- 
stricted to Victoria, The work bene- 
fits the whole community. 

There has been considerable com- 
ment on the local increase in juvenile 
delinquency and illegitimate births. 
This is a problem that comes under 
he jurisdiction of the Family and 
Children's Service—a Chest agency 
to which more than one-third of 
Chest collections go. Surely aid to 
such a group—to mention only one— 
is an important concern of elected 
civic and municipal bodies. It is 
“good business,” economically as 
well as morally. 


Glass Houses and Desegregation 


HILE THE SEGREGATION 
controversy rages throughout 
the United States, the editor of the 
Montgomery Advertiser, Mr. Grover 
C. Hall, Jr., has conducted an inter- 
esting and illuminating experiment. 


Montgomery is the site of the 
original Negro bus boycott. As such 
it has been widely-publicized. 

Appreciating that. fact and the 
heavy censure imposed upon it by 
many northerners, Mr. Hall has been 
making spot checks on racial issues 
in northern and western points. 


He quotes the president of the 
South Deering Improvement Asso- 
ciation in Chicago on the question 
of racial friction in that area. The 
association's protest against the resi- 
dential influx of Negroes led to the 
allocation of 150 Chicago police offi- 
cers to the locality to prevent feared 
outbreaks of violence. 

Mr. Hall asked the New York 
Times, Herald Tribune and Journal 
American, the Chicago Tribune, De- 


; 


troit Free Press, Los Angeles Times, 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch and Wash- 
ington Post how they handled social 
news on Negroes. Society editors on 
the papers told him that the New 
York Times had printed the picture | 
of one Negro bride, the Herald-Tri- | 
bune four or five, and the remaining 
papers none at all. | 

The Montgomery editor found 
from the Milwaukee Journal's edi- | 
torial staff that ‘Negroes moving 
into previously white areas are re- | 
sented by white residents who fear | 
that the influx will destroy their 
propery values.” 

Further surveys revealed other 
instances of discrimination against 
colored people. 

Mr. Hall may not have proved a 
great deal in relation to the differ- 
ences toward desegregation in the 
northern and southern states. But 
he has made one point: people who | 
live in glass houses shouldn’t throw 
stones, and the number of glass | 
houses seems to be well distributed.

Dulles said today the United States is ready to join west- 
ern European democracies in “exploring the possibilities” 
of converting the North Atlantic Treaty Organization into 


a closer union of free nations. 

In a major policy address 
Dulles said “the time has come 
to advance NATO” from its in 
itial phase as a mutual defence 
pact “Into the totality of 
meaning 

Dulles did not spell out in de 
tail his ideas on a closer union 
But he indicated that he was 
thinking in terms of greater 
economic and political co-opera 
ton 

(Implementation of Article 
Two of the NATO charter, call 
ing for closer economic, political 
and cultural co-operation, has 
been asked repeatedly by Can- 
ada’s Externa] Affairs Minister 
L. B. Pearson.) 

Dulles made clear, however, 
that the United States does not 
envision complete federation of 
the NATO powers, but rather a 
system in which each nation 
would preserve a considerable 
measure of independence in for 
eign affairs as well as in its do 
mestic affairs. |

Last year a 
record ice jam at the same 
spot sent water tumbling into 
Elie, 20 miles east 

The Assiniboine's banks alony 
this 30-mile stretch are higher 
than the land on either side 
Once the water is over the top, 
it's away 

Southeast of Portage, the 
flood water from the Assini 
boine flows south into the La 
Salle, which joins the Red River 
at St. Norbert via Elie and 
Starbuck 

Flood waters over the north 
bank find their way back to 
the Assiniboine through creeks 
and drainage ditches—but only 
after the river level drops. 

This drainage process may 
take a month, or six weeks, and 
not before the crest of the As- 
siniboine reaches Portage.

of the-new CLC constitution as 
jlaid before the Congress’ found- 
ing convention by its leader- 
ship. 


An hour-long uproar devel- 


oped over the CLC’s first item | 


of business as more than a 
dozen delegates argued against 
a proposal from the officers 
that there could be no change 
in constitution sections acreed

The two organizations are 
merging this week into the 
1,000.000-member Canadian La- 
bor Congress.
